According to the report handed 
Chief Ralph Stoffer by Patrolm en 
Todd and George Reash a t 10:50 
p rn Montgomery shot twice with 
a rifle at his wife at their home on 
Franklin ave. and missed.

One bullet passed through the 
wall near the door and was found 
on the iront porch by police. The 
second, fired as Mrs. Montgomery 
walked away from the house, passed 
harmlessly overhead. 
She told police her husband failed 
to call for her «u\ usual when she 
quit work yesterday a t 5 and th at 
she later found him in a downtown 
bar. She said he was intoxicated a t 
the time, according to the police 
report 
Later in the evenihg when she 
reached home, following a visit with 
her mother, she found the front 
door broken in and her husband 
inside with a rifle in his lands. 
He threatened, her with the rifle, 
so o tin g ro tne pdlftT'T* 
she started to walk out of the house 
when he fired. 
Police, meanwhile, received a re­ 
port at police headquarters from 
Nick Jurina, who handed the offi­ 
cers a revolver which he said he 
had taken from a “drunk” who 
shove:! it in his ribs as he walked 
to work. 
Jurina told the officers the man 
stopped h !m and asked for a cig­ 
ar*” anti then pulled the gun on 
him 
"I was so scared. I grabbed it out 
of hirt hands,” Jurina told police.

There now seems lo be thrown open the exciting 
possibility that if the medical profession is a trade 
and subject to prosecution under the Sherman aet 
the legal profession might become a passenger in the

In fact, it is so hard to imagine that the idea’s 
preposterous, 
If the lawyers ever need doctoring for 
their professional His they will stand on their Tbn- 
.stltutional right of self-medication.

seems, can’t be trusted to heal themselves; they must 
go under the care of lawyers.

What is a diet for chronic 
colitis? 
Chronic colitis of the non-infecti- 
ous type would better be called 
“irritable colon." Low carbohydrate 
aion*, however, is not the only or 
most important part of the treat­ 
ment. 
Bowel-conscious patients require 
j frequent assurance 
th a t a 
dally 
i evacuation is not essential or even 
; normal under certain circumstances 
! of diet, and th at cathartics are 
never necessary. 
In patients who 
have been whipping the bowel with 
cathartics, a period of apparent 
constipation will naturally follow 
their withdrawal. After giving up 
a long habit of cathartics, lf the 
trowel has not evacuated by the 
fourth day. an oil retention enema 
can be given. 
The fallacy of auto-intoxication 
m ast be explained away and the 
fear of poisoning from excessive 
meat intake be allayed. "Constipa­ 
tion headache" should be explained 
on a reflex basis rather than as 
being due to poisoning. 
H ie low carbohydrate diet for 
functional bowel disorders is: 
Food to be avoided entirely: Cere­ 
als; high starch vegetables, such a 
potato, cauliflower, corn; raw' vege­ 
tables; no raw fruits except ba­ 
nanas and orange juice; miscel- 
laneous—candy, sugar, syrup, milk 
honey, chocolate.
